AN EDITORIAL 


HH EARTIEST congratulations are due the 
transport workers 

In expressing their greetings, labor and pro- 
gressive people can have the satisfaction of 
knowing that their support was an important 
factor in enabling the workers to win. 

With their militancy and unity, the strikers 
were able to force the company to withdraw its 
demands for wage cuts and worsened conditions. 
The strikers created a situation where arbitra- 
| tion, under the terms insisted upon by the union, 
| was geared to; and this in turn provided a sat- 
| isfactory basis for terminating the strike. 

As a result of the strike, the workers now 
have some guarantees that their demands for 
wage increases will receive the consideration 
they deserve. But if there had been no strike 
and.if the vigilance of the union and the general 

| public were now to cease, there would be no 
. guarantees in the arbitration. . 

Under these circumstancces, the arbitratio 
that has been agreed upon is a totally different 
kind of arbitration from what the company and 
especially the Mayor attempted to force upon 
the workers. . 


‘Tas victory is all the more important since 
it was achieved in the face of a tremendous 
attack upon the strikers, not only by the em- 
ployers but also by Mayor’LaGuardia and nearly 
the whole press. The strkiers were also con- 
fronted by the developing war hysteria. 

But the ranks of the workers remained solid. 
They maintained a splendid unity behind their 
able leadership. Not even the infamous red- 
baiting activities of Martin Dies could make a 
dent in this unity. It was this united stand which 
strengthened the determination of the workers, 
won the support of the other unions (not only 
CIO but also AFL) and gained the sympathy of 
thé general public. The strike was particularly 
reinforced by the active support from John: L. 
Lewis and Philip Murray.

Pat Whitaker, of the “Shoemaker 
flogging-murder case” infamy, who 
at that time was off the public 
payroll for a while, and who since 
had himself elected state senator, 
joined in “defending” labor’s rights. 
He sensed the opposition of the 
majority of his audience and at- 
tempted to ride in on the wave of 
rank and file resentment. 

He denoun::i “paid columnists,” 
in an obvious reference to West- 
brook Pegler and the “subsidized” 
newspapers” for the smear cam- 


paign against labor and blamed | 


strikes on ‘“chiseling special inter- 
ests and industries.” The conven- 
tion cheered every reference to the 
Federation retaining its “cardinal 
principls” as the “right to strike,” 
the “closed shop” and “collective 
bargaining.” , 

“The A. F. of L. has said that 
the use of the strike must be care- 
fully applied,” Fenton declared, 
“and it has been used on only few 
occasions. But in a fight to destroy 
dictatorship we don't want the gov- 
ernment to force totalitarianism on 
us. The first thing a dictator does 
is to destroy free trade unions, and

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The ‘Shortage’ Myth 


® The cry of “labor shortage” is being 
raised in the press as part of the campaign 
to force longer hours and a longer work-week 
upon labor. 

But how can there be a shortage when 
there are from 8 to 10 million unemployed in 
the country? To this, the reply is made that 
these workers are not able to do skilled 
work. But every union connected with 
skilled work has repeatedly said that it has 
a long list of highly skilled,. technically 
proficient workers seeking jobs. 


Now additional proof that the “short- 
age” cry is a hoax, is beginning to show up. 
Exploitingethis cry of “shortage,” private 
technical schools are advertising courses 
and promising that the student will have no 
difficulty in being placed in “defense” in- 
dustries. And yet, after paying several 
hundred dollars for these courses, thou- 
sands of these students are unable to find 
jobs. Indignant letters from the students, 
who feel that somebody has been pulling a 
them, are already beginning 
to creep into the press. 

The fact is. the “shortage” is a myth. 
There is a large reservoir of unemployed, 
skilled workers in almost every trade—a 
reservoir which the employers always try 
to use as a club to beat down the conditions 
of the employed. Meanwhile, they raise the 
cry of “shortage” as an additional weapon 
with which to destroy the labor standards 
that the workers have erected through 
years of bitter struggle.

Now the Citv Council adopts a reso- 
lution urging the Legislature at Albany to 
pass the Wagner-Dunnigan bill prohibiting 
an increase in the fare without a referendum.

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HANDLING BILLIONS WITH 
A SNAP OF THE FINGER 


HE carefree manner in which the House 

and Senate juggle billions of dollars from 
one to the other demonstrates the insanity 
of capitalism mad for war. 


From the direction of the House, the 
Senate gets the seven hillion dollar war bill. 
But it scarcely receives the measure, before 
it starts the three and a half billion dollar 
navy bill back to the House. The measures 
almost cross each other in the corridors, 
after having been acted upon with more 
speed than ever before in the history of the 
country. 


When it to passing 
Roosevelt’s war-hunger measures, 


comes President 
Congress 
moves with lightning speed, and can deal 
only in astronomical figures. But 
comes to socially-necessary appropriations 
for WPA and PWA, even five hundred mil- 
lion dollars are défeated, by the same Sen- 
ators and Representatives, as “wasteful 
boondoggling.” Ten anda half billion dollars 
are involved in the two present bills, with no 
Congressman giving a thought to the costs 
on future generations; but every paltry ap- 
propriation for work-relief has been fought 
with the demagogic argument of taxing “our 
grandchildren.”

Some idea of the fantastic size of the 
war funds can be seen from the fact that 
President Roosevelt’s entire expenditures in 
the peak year of 1937 were eight billion dol- 
lars; while already thrity-two billion dollars 
—forty per cent of the national income—has 
already been appropriated for war alone, 
with infinitely more scheduled unless the 


Where is the money ~to come from and 
where is it going? The rising costs of living 
and the attacks on trade unions, together 
with talk of a 5 per cent tax on the worker's 
pay envelope, shows that it is to come out of 
the shrinking budgets of every. worker's 
And while WPA allotments went to 
the building of a few schools, 


family. 
houses and 
other useful projects, these billions will go 
into the pockets of the monopolists and the 
profiteers who are pushing the country into 
the middle of the senseless war abroad. Evi- 
dently, very little money is even being used 
for the workers who have been drafted, since 
the column Merry-Go-Round reported the 
other day inadequate care of the draftees 
in camps. 


The awe-inspiring recklessness with 
which both Houses deal with billions, is, un- 


doubtedly, to foster the idea that nothing 


can be done to halt the war march, now that - 


the so-called lend-lease measure is law. But 
the people.can sense in the Administration’s 
very speed an attempt to escape the wide- 
spread anti-war feelings of the country. 
But the people will not be intimidated. 
They can defeat each measure that.the Ad- 
ministration proposes to give effect to the 
war-dictator law. They can start by telling 
their Senators and Representatives to defeat 
the seven-billion dollar war bill and the three 
and a half billion dollar navy bill, now re-

The Roosevelt Administration is 
spending billions of dollars to save 
the racing stables and gaming 
tables of the lords and ladies of 
the British Empire. What are we 
getting in return for this invest- 
ment? Well, for one thing we are 
getting several b-at-loads of Brit- 
ish movie shorts to further speed 
American involvement in Lord 
Duff Cooper’s war to puff up the 
profits of Imperial Tobacco, Wool- 
worth British Stores, etc. 

Fifty of these céllulcii projec- 
tiles are now in the hands of the 
British Section of the International 
Film Center at Rockerfeller Plaza, 
New York. 
and were produced by some of 
Britain's foremost dooumentary 
film-makers for the exclusive benc- 
fit of these who are accustomed 
to dine daily on Lobster Thermidor 
and saddle hare in wine sauce. 

Each one of these films is capable 


of doing several times the work of 
an ordinary British agent. They 
were sent over by the British po- 
litical Gestapo to delude the 
American people into thinking 
Britain is fighting a Democratic 
war so that every. worker would 
have proper food, hours, ventila- 
tion and light, recreation and 
safety. It is the same old Baron 
Munchausen line used to drag us 
into the last slaughter.

| Certain films follow the manu- 
‘facture of such items as all-me* ‘a] 
airscrews “from raw material to 
finished article” with an explana- 
tion cf “variable pitch” in theorv 
‘and practice. Munitions . manufac- 
turers will probably find them very 
fascinating. 

Let us examine a few of these 
films: “Welfare of the Workers,” 
“Mother and Child,” “Forty Mil- 
lion People” ana “New Britain” ex- 
press great concern over the work- 
ing and living conditions of the 
British people. Ernest Bevin, Min- 
ister of Labor makes a speech in 
the first film in which he weeps 
bitterly for the common man. 
Crocodile tears. Ernest Bevin is the 
Sidney Hillman of the British Isles. 
His job is to bring the trade unions 
under the hegemony of the House 
of Lords and to reduce the working 
class to serfdom. Not long ago he 
indicated how much he cared for 
the welfare of the workers, for the 
forty million people. Bevin attacked 
the British People’s Convention 
precisely because it was the only 
Organization carrying on a militant 
fight for the defense cf the demo- 
cratic and trade union rights of 
the people, precisely because of 
the Convention's fight for the in- 
-erests of the “fcrty million” and 
for a “New Britain” in which the 
basic cause of war has been up- 
rooted forever.
